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AN ACT in relation to public enpl oyee benefits.

Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Illinois Pension Code is anmended by
changing Sections 7-118, 7-158, 7-164, 7-172, 7-205, and

7-206 as foll ows:

(40 ILCS 5/7-118) (fromCh. 108 1/2, par. 7-118)

Sec. 7-118. "Beneficiary":

(a) The surviving spouse of an enployee or of an
enpl oyee annuitant, or if no surviving spouse survives, the
person or persons designated by a participating enployee or
enpl oyee annuitant, or if no person so designated survives,
or if no designation is on file, the estate of the enployee
or enpl oyee annuitant. The person or persons designated by a
beneficiary annuitant, or if no person designated survives,
or if no designation is on file, the estate of t he
beneficiary annuitant. The estate of a surviving spouse
annui tant where the enpl oyee or enployee annuitant filed no
desi gnation, or no person designated survives at the death of
a surviving spouse annuitant. Designations of beneficiaries
shall be in witing on forns prescribed by the board and
effective upon filing in the fund offices. The designation
forms shall provide for contingent Dbeneficiaries. Di vor ce,
di ssolution or annulnent of marriage revokes the designation
of an enployee's forner spouse as a beneficiary on a
desi gnation executed before entry of judgnent for divorce,
di ssolution or annul ment of marri age.

(b) Notwi thstanding the foregoing, an enpl oyee, forner
enpl oyee who has not yet received a retirenent annuity or
separation benefit, or enployee annuitant may el ect to nane

any person, trust or charity to be the primary beneficiary of
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any death benefit payable by reason of his death. Such
el ection shall state specifically whether it is his intention
to exclude the spouse, shall be in witing, and may be
revoked at any tinme. Such election or revocation shall take
effect upon being filed in the fund offices.

(c) If a surviving spouse annuity is payable to a forner
spouse upon the death of an enpl oyee annuitant, the forner
spouse, unless designated by the enployee annuitant after
di ssolution of the marriage, shall not be the beneficiary for
t he purposes of the $5,000 $3;000 death benefit payabl e under
subparagraph 6 of Section 7-164. This benefit shall be paid
to the designated beneficiary of the enployee annuitant or,
if there is no designation, then to the estate of the

enpl oyee annuitant.

Sec. 7-158. Surviving spouse annuities - Options. I n
lieu of the surviving spouse annuity an eligible surviving
spouse shall have the option of receiving other benefits as
fol |l ows:

1. The surviving spouse of a participating enpl oyee nmay
elect to receive either a single sum death benefit or a
surviving spouse annuity and the $5, 000 $3; 000 death benefit
provided in Sections 7-163 and 7-164.

2. The surviving spouse of an enployee; who has
separated from service and would have been entitled to a
retirement annuity on date of death; may elect to receive
either a single sum death benefit or a surviving spouse
annuity and the $5,000 $3;000 death benefit provided in
Sections 7-163 and 7-164.

3. If any surviving spouse annuity is payable prior to

the earliest age at which the recipient wll becone eligible

for a w dows' or w dowers' i nsurance benefit wunder the
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Federal Social Security Act, the recipient may el ect that the
annuity paynents fromthis fund shall exceed those payable
after attaining such age by an anount not in excess of the
estimated Social Security Benefit, determned as of the
effective date of the surviving spouse annuity, provided that
in no case shall the total annuity paynents made by this fund
exceed in actuarial value the annuity which woul d have been
paid had no such el ection been nade.

4. The surviving spouse of a participating enployee,
whose annuity was suspended upon return to enpl oynment and who
had one vyear or nore of service after his return, may apply
the additional service credits to a supplenental surviving
apply the additional service credits to a single sumdeath
benefit and forego the $5,000 $3;000 death benefit payable
upon the death of an annuitant.

5. The surviving spouse of a participating enployee,
whose annuity was suspended upon return to enpl oynment and who
had | ess than one year of service after his return, shal
have the additional service credits applied towards a
suppl enmental surviving spouse annuity and shall receive the
$5, 000 $3; 000 death benefit.

Sec. 7-164. Death benefits - Amount. The anmount of the
deat h benefit shall be:

1. Upon the death of an enployee with at | east one year
of service occurring while in an enploynent relationship
(i ncluding enployees drawing disability benefits) wth a
participating municipality or participating instrunentality,
an anount equal to the sum of:

(a) The enployee's normal, additional and survivor

credits, including interest credited thereto through the
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end of the preceding cal endar year, but excluding credits
and interest thereon allowed for periods of disability.

(b) An amount equal to the enployee's annual final
rate of earnings. An enployee who dies as a result of
injuries connected with his duties shall be considered to
have a year of service for purposes of this benefit.

2. Upon the death of an enployee with less than 1 year
of service occurring whi |l e in the service of any
participating municipality or instrunentality, an anount
equal to the sumof his accunulated normal, additional and
survivor credits on the date of death, excluding those
credits and interest thereon allowed during periods of
di sability.

3. Upon the death of an enpl oyee who has separated from
service and was not entitled to a retirement annuity on the
date of death, an anpunt equal to the sumof his accunul ated
normal, survivor and additional credits on the date of death
excluding those credits and interest thereon allowed during
periods of disability.

4. Upon the death of an enployee in an enploynent
rel ati onship, or an enployee who has service and was entitled
toa retirement annuity on the date of death, when a
surviving spouse or child annuity is awarded, $5,000 $3;000.

5. Upon the death of an enpl oyee, who has separated from
service and was entitled to a retirenent annuity on the date
of death, and no surviving spouse or child annuity is
awar ded, $5, 000 $3; 000 plus an amount equal to his
accunul ated normal, survivor and additional <credits on the
date of death, excluding those credits and interest earned
t hereon all owed during periods of disability.

6. Upon the death of an enployee annuitant, $5,000
$3; 000 and, unless a surviving spouse, child or reversionary

annuity is payable, the sumof (i) the excess of the nornal

and survivor credits, excluding those allowed during periods
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of disability, which the annuitant had as of the effective
date of his annuity over the total annuities paid pursuant to
paragraph (a) 1 of Section 7-142 to the date of death, plus
(11) the excess of the additional credits, excluding any such
credits used to create a reversionary annuity, wused to
provide the annuity granted pursuant to paragraph (a) 2 of
Section 7-142 over the total annuity paynents nade pursuant
thereto to the tine of death.

7. Upon t he deat h of an annuitant receiving a
reversionary annuity or of a person designated to receive a
reversionary annuity prior to the receipt of such annuity the
sum of the additional credits of the person creating the
reversionary annuity as of the effective date of his own
retirement annuity over the reversionary annuity paynents, if
any, made prior to the date of death of such annuitant or
person designated to receive the reversionary annuity.

8. Upon the death of an annui t ant recei ving a
beneficiary annuity which was effective before January 1,
1986, the excess of the death benefit which was used to
provide the annuity, over the sumof all annuity paynents
made to the beneficiary. Upon the death of an annuitant
receiving a beneficiary annuity effective January 1, 1986 or
thereafter, the sumof (i) the excess of the normal and
survivor credits, excluding those allowed during periods of
di sability, which the annuitant had as of the effective date
of his annuity over the total annuities paid pursuant to
paragraph (c) of Section 7-165, to date of death, plus (i)
the excess of the additional <credits, excluding any such
credits used to create a reversionary annuity, used to
provide the annuity granted pursuant to paragraph (d) of
Section 7-165 over the total annuity paynents nade pursuant
thereto to the tine of death.

9. Upon the nmarriage prior to reaching age 55 (except

for a surviving spouse who renmarries after Decenmber 31, 2000)
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or death of a person receiving a surviving spouse annuity,
unless a child annuity is payable, the sumof (i) the excess
of the normal and survivor credits, excluding those credits
and interest thereon allowed during periods of disability,
attributable to the enployee at the effective date of the
annuity or date of death, whichever first occurred, over the
total of all annuity paynents attributable to paragraph (a) 1
of Section 7-142 made to the enployee or surviving spouse
plus (ii) the excess of the additional credits, excluding any
such credits used to create a reversionary annuity or used to
provide the annuity attributable to paragraph (a) 2 of
Section 7-142 over the total of such paynents.

10. Upon the marriage, death or attainnment of age 18 of
a child receiving a child annuity, if no other child
annuities are payable, the sum of (i) the excess of the
normal and survivor credits excluding those credits and
interest thereon allowed during periods of disability, of the
enpl oyee at the effective date of the annuity or date of
deat h, whichever first occurred, over the total annuity
paynents attributable to paragraph (a) 1 of Section 7-142
made to the enpl oyee, surviving spouse and children plus (i)
the excess of the additional «credits, excluding any such
credits wused to create a reversionary annuity, wused to
provide the annuity attributable to paragraph (a) 2 of
Section 7-142 over the total annuity paynents made to the
enpl oyee, surviving spouse and children, pursuant thereto.

11. Upon the death of the participating enployee whose
annuity was suspended upon his return to enpl oynent:

a. If a surviving spouse or child annuity is
b. If no surviving spouse or <child annuity is
awarded and he had less than one year's service upon
return, $5,000 $3;000 plus the excess of the normal,

survivor and additional «credits, including I nt erest
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thereon, but excluding those allowed during a period of

disability, at the effective date of the suspended

annuity, plus those allowed after his return, over al
annuity paynments made to the enpl oyee;

c. If no surviving spouse or <child annuity is
awar ded and he has one year or nore of service upon
return, the higher of (a) the paynent under subparagraph
b of this paragraph or (b) the paynment under paragraph 1
of this Section, taking into consideration only the
service and credits allowed after his return, plus the
excess of the normal, survivor and additional credits,
including interest thereon, excluding those al | oned
during periods of disability, at the effective date of
hi s suspended annuity over all annuity paynents nade to
t he enpl oyee.

12. The $3,000 or $5,000 death benefit provided in
paragraphs 4 and 6 shall not be payable to beneficiaries of
persons who termnated service prior to Septenber 8, 1971,
unl ess the paynent or agreenent for paynent provided by
Section 7-144.2 of this Article is nmade prior to the date of
deat h.

| ncrease in certain death benefits from $3,000 to $5, 000

provided by this anendatory Act of the 92nd General Assenbly

applies to deaths that occur on or after the effective date

of this anendatory Act, wthout regard to whether the

deceased person was in service on or after that date.

13. The increase in certain death benefits from $1, 000
to $3,000 provided by this amendatory Act of 1987 shall apply
only to deaths occurring on or after January 1, 1988.

(a) Each partici pating muni ci pal ity and each
participating instrunmentality shall nmake paynent to the fund
as foll ows:

1. municipality contributions in an anmount
determ ned by applying the nmunicipality contribution rate
to each paynent of earnings paid to each of its
participating enpl oyees;

2. an anount equal to the enployee contributions
provided by paragraphs (a) and (b) of Section 7-173,
whet her or not the enployee contributions are withheld as
permtted by that Section;

3. all accounts receivable, together with interest
charged thereon, as provided in Section 7-209;

4. if it has no participating enployees wth
current earnings, an anount payable which, over a period
of 20 years beginning wwth the year follow ng an award of
benefit, wll anortize, at the effective rate for that
year, any negative balance in its nunicipality reserve
resulting from the award. This anmount when establi shed
wi |l be payable as a separate contribution whether or not
it later has participating enpl oyees.

(b) A separate nunicipality contribution rate shall be
determined for each calendar year for all participating
muni ci palities together with all instrunentalities thereof.
The municipality contribution rate shall be determ ned for
participating instrunentalities as if they were participating
muni ci palities. The nmunicipality contribution rate shall be
the sum of the foll ow ng percentages:

1. The per cent age of ear ni ngs of all the
partici pating enpl oyees of al | partici pating
muni ci palities and participating instrunentalities which,
if paid over the entire period of their service, wll be
sufficient when conbined with all enployee contributions

available for the paynent of benefits, to provide al
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annuities for participating enployees, and the $5, 000
$3; 000 death benefit payable under Sections 7-158 and
7-164, such percentage to be known as the normal cost
rate.

2. The percentage of earnings of the participating
enpl oyees of each participating muni ci pality and
participating instrunentalities necessary to adjust for
the difference between the present value of all benefits,
excluding tenporary and total and permanent disability
and death benefits, to be provided for its participating
enpl oyees and the sum of its accunulated nunicipality
contributions and the accunul ated enpl oyee contri butions
and the present value of expected future enployee and
muni ci pality contributions pursuant to subparagraph 1 of
this paragraph (b). This adjustnment shall be spread over
t he remai nder of the period of 40 years fromthe first of
the year following the date of determ nation

3. The percentage of earnings of the participating
enpl oyees of al | muni ci palities and participating
instrunentalities necessary to provide the present val ue
of all tenporary and total and permanent disability
benefits granted during the nost recent vyear for which
information is avail abl e.

4. The percentage of earnings of the participating
enpl oyees of all partici pating muni ci palities and
participating instrunentalities necessary to provide the
present value of the net single sum death benefits
expected to becone payable fromthe reserve established
under Section 7-206 during the year for which this rate
is fixed.

5. The percentage of earnings necessary to nmeet any
defi ci ency arising in the Terminated Minicipality
Reserve

(c) A separate nunicipality contribution rate shall be
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conputed for each participating nunicipality or participating
instrunmentality for its sheriff's | aw enforcenent enpl oyees.

A separate nunicipality contribution rate shall be
conputed for the sheriff's | aw enforcenent enpl oyees of each
forest preserve district that elects to have such enpl oyees.
For the period fromJanuary 1, 1986 to Decenber 31, 1986,
such rate shall be the forest preserve district's regul ar
rate plus 2%

In the event that the Board determ nes that there is an
actuarial deficiency in the account of any municipality with
respect to a person who has elected to participate in the
Fund under Section 3-109.1 of this Code, the Board nay adj ust
the municipality's contribution rate so as to nmake up that
deficiency over such reasonable period of tine as the Board
may det erm ne

(d) The Board may establish a separate nmunicipality
contribution rate for all enployees who are program
partici pants enpl oyed under the Federal Conprehensive
Enpl oyment Training Act by all of t he partici pating
muni cipalities and instrunentalities. The Board may al so
provide that, in lieu of a separate nunicipality rate for
these enployees, a portion of the nunicipality contributions
for such program partici pants shall be refunded or an extra
char ge assessed SO t hat the anobunt of nunicipality
contributions retained or received by the fund for all CETA
program participants shall be an anmobunt equal to that which
woul d be provided by the separate mnunicipality contribution
rate for all such programparticipants. Refunds shall be
made to prinme sponsors of progranms upon subm ssion of a claim
therefor and extra charges shall be assessed to participating
muni ci palities and instrunentalities. In establishing the
muni ci pality contribution rate as provided in paragraph (b)
of this Section, the use of a separate muni ci pal ity

contribution rate for program participants or the refund of a
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portion of the nunicipality contributions, as the case may
be, may be consi dered.

(e) Conputations of municipality contribution rates for
the followng calendar year shall be nade prior to the
begi nning of each year, fromthe information avail able at the

service wuntil the end of such calendar year at their

respective rates of earnings at such tine.

(f) Any nmunicipality which is the recipient of State
all ocations representing that nunicipality's contributions
for retirenment annuity purposes on behalf of its enployees as
provided in Section 12-21.16 of the Illinois Public A d Code
shall pay the allocations so received to the Board for such
pur pose. Estimates of State allocations to be received
during any taxable year shall Dbe consi der ed in t he
determnation of the nunicipality's tax rate for that year
under Section 7-171. If a special tax is levied under
Section 7-171, none of the proceeds nay be used to reinburse
the municipality for the anount of State allocations received
and paid to the Board. Any nmultiple-county or consolidated
health departnent which receives contributions froma county
under Section 11.2 of "An Act in relation to establishnent
and mai nt enance of county and nmultiple-county health
departnents”, approved July 9, 1943, as anended, or
distributions wunder Section 3 of the Departnent of Public
Health Act, shall use t hese only for muni ci pal ity
contributions by the health departnent.

(g) Mnicipality contributions for the several purposes
specified shall, for township treasurers and enpl oyees in the
offices of the township treasurers who neet the qualifying
conditions for coverage hereunder, be allocated anong the

several school districts and parts of school districts
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serviced by such treasurers and enployees in the proportion
whi ch the anobunt of school funds of each district or part of
a district handled by the treasurer bears to the total anount
of all school funds handl ed by the treasurer.

From the funds subject to allocation anong districts and
parts of districts pursuant to the School Code, the trustees
shall w thhold the proportionate share of the Iliability for
muni cipality contributions inposed upon such districts by
this Section, in respect to such township treasurers and
enpl oyees and remt the sanme to the Board.

The municipality contribution rate for an educati onal
service center shall initially be the same rate for each year
as the regional office of education or school district which
serves as its admnistrative agent. When actuarial data
becone avail able, a separate rate shall be established as
provi ded i n subparagraph (i) of this Section.

The nunicipality contribution rate for a public agency,
ot her than a vocational education cooperative, fornmed under
the Intergovernnmental Cooperation Act shall initially be the
average rate for the nmunicipalities which are parties to the
i ntergovernnmental agreenent. When actuarial data becone
avai lable, a separate rate shall be established as provided
i n subparagraph (i) of this Section.

(h) Each participating nmunicipality and participating
instrunentality shall mnake the contributions in the amounts
provided in this Section in the manner prescribed from tine
to time by the Board and all such contributions shall be
obligations of the respective participating nmunicipalities
and participating instrunentalities to this fund. The
failure to deduct any enployee contributions shall not
relieve the participating nunicipality or partici pating
instrunmentality of its obligation to this fund. Delinquent
paynments of contributions due under this Section may, wth

i nterest, be recover ed by civil action against the
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partici pating muni ci palities or partici pating
instrunmentalities. Municipality contributions, other than
t he anbunt necessary for enployee contributions and Social
Security contributions, for periods of service by enpl oyees
from whose earnings no deductions were made for enployee
contributions to the fund, may be charged to the nunicipality
reserve for t he muni ci pal ity or partici pating
instrunmentality.

(1) Contributions by participating instrunentalities
shall be determined as provided herein except that the
per cent age derived under subparagraph 2 of paragraph (b) of
this Section, and the anmount payabl e under subparagraph 5 of
paragraph (a) of this Section, shall be based on an
anortization period of 10 years.

Sec. 7-205. Reserves for annuities. Appropriate reserves
shall be created for paynent of all annuities granted under
this Article at the tinme such annuities are granted and in
anounts determned to be necessary under actuarial tables
adopt ed by the Board upon recommendation of the actuary of
the fund. All  annuities payable shall be charged to the
annuity reserve.

1. Amounts credited to annuity reserves shall be derived
by transfer of all the enployee credits fromthe appropriate
enpl oyee reserves and by charges to the nmunicipality reserve
of those nmunicipalities in which the retiring enployee has
accunmul ated service. |If a retiring enployee has accumul at ed
service in nore than one participating nunicipality or
participating instrunmentality, aggregate mnunicipality charges
shall be prorated on a basis of the enployee's earnings in
case of concurrent service and creditable service in other

cases.
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2. Suppl enental annuities shall be handl ed as a separate
annuity and anmounts to be credited to the annuity reserve
therefor shall be derived in the same manner as a regul ar
annuity.

3. Wen a retirenent annuity is granted to an enpl oyee
wth a spouse eligible for a surviving spouse annuity, there
shall be credited to the annuity reserve an anmount to fund
the cost of both the retirenent and surviving spouse annuity
as a joint and survivors annuity.

4. Beginning January 1, 1989, when a retirenent annuity
is awarded, an anount equal to the present value of the
$3, 000 or $5,000 death benefit payabl e upon the death of the
annuitant shall be transferred to the annuity reserve from
the appropriate municipality reserves in the same nmanner as
the transfer for annuities.

5. Al annuity reserves shall be revalued annually as of
Decenber 31. Begi nni ng as of Decenber 31, 1973, adjustnent
required therein by such revaluation shall be charged or
credited to the earnings and experience variation reserve.

6. There shall be credited to the annuity reserve all of
the paynents nmade by annuitants under Section 7-144.2, plus
an additional anmbunt from the earnings and experi ence
variation reserve to fund the <cost of +the increnenta
annuities granted to annuitants nmaking these paynents.

7. As of Decenber 31, 1972, the excess in the annuity
reserve shall be transferred to the nunicipality reserves.
An anount equal to the deficiency in the reserve of
partici pating muni ci palities and partici pating
instrunentalities which have no participating enpl oyees shal
be allocated to their reserves. The remainder shall be
allocated in anpbunts proportionate to the present val ue, as
of January 1, 1972, of annuities of annuitants of the
remai ni ng participating municipalities and participating

instrunentalities.

Al contributions for death
pur poses under Section 7-172(b)4 shall be credited to the
sanme reserve. Whenever the balance in such reserve at the
cl ose of a year exceeds 100% of the average annual charges to
this account during the 3 precedi ng cal endar years, the basic
actuarial assunptions upon which nmunicipality contribution
rates for these purposes are based, shall be reviewed and
revised in such manner as is deenmed necessary to reduce such
